Captain N u tt had just returned from Harris! 
burg to spend the holidays with his family, 
and left his home with his nephew, Brcckec! 
ridge, stating th at he had snme business at 
the hotal with Dukes. 
On the way there he 
said he had received some infamous letters 
from 
Dukes, 
and 
wanted an 
under­ 
standing. 
The 
two 
men 
went 
to 
the 
hotel, 
and 
N u tt 
started 
up 
to 
Dukes’ room. 
Breckenridge followed, but 
stopped on the etaira to speak to the hotel 
proprietor’s son. 
W hile conversing scuffling 
was heard in the rcorn, and bath ran up to 
separate tho combatauts, who were found on 
the floor clinched in a terrible straggle. 
T h ty were parted, but Dukes drew a re­ 
volver and said : “ You came in hereto whip 
me, and so I shoot," at the same time tiring. 
Tue ball took effect just below N u tt’s left 
eye, penetrating the brain, killing him in­ 
stantly. 
Dukes then quietly walked down 
stairs, where he was arrested. 
W hat was in 
the letters, or the motive which led to the 
murder, is still a mystery.

STRONG 
BILL. 


Tbe Senate Judiciary Committee has re­ 
ported a very strong bill to prohibit polit. 
ical assessments. 
It provides that no per 
son “ in the servico of the Government, 
“ whether legislative, executive, or judi. 
“ cial, shall, directly or indirectly, solicit 
“ or receive, or be in any manner concerned 
“ in soliciting or receiving, any assessment, 
“ subscription or contribution for any po­ 
l i t i c a l purpose whatever, from any offi- 
“ cer, clerk or employe of the United 
“ States, or frcm any person receiving any 
“ salary or compensation.from moneys de 
“ rived from the Treasury of tho United 
“ States.1' 
It also provides that no person 
in the employ of the Government shall be 
discharged or promoted, or his position at 
all changed, because of any vote fco may 
have given or withheld at any election, or 
becanse he may have lefnsed to contribute 
money. 
Tho other sections arc intended 
to secure the prevention of assessments 
and coercion more thoroughly and per­ 
fectly. 
The penalty provided is a fine 
$5,000, or three years' imprisonment, 
both fine and imprisonment. 
In short, the 
new bill, if enacted, is so stringent and 
comprehensive that it can be made to cover 
the whole question absolutely. 
It remains 
to be seen whether it will become law. 


THE PAE8ION PLAY. 


It seems that Salmi .Morse, after having 
made all his arrangements for the produc­ 
tion of the so-called Passion I’lay in New 
York, is about to be baffled again by the 
strong opposition of influential citizens.

Tbe use of chromo-lithography 
has never been so general as this year. 


The Chicago Tribune vituperates like a 
fishwife because the House has refused to 
confiscate private property by reducing the 
rates paid for the carriage of ths mails on 
the Pacific railroads fifty per cent. 
The 
Chicago Tribune in discussing the railroad 
question descends to the level of the pot­ 
house. 
It does not make statements sup­ 
ported by evidence. 
It makes gross a n i 
flagrant misrepresentations, for which no 
evidence can be found. 
Its-assertion that 
the Pacific railroads have been or are 
“ plundering the people,” is a maiicioua falsa- 
hooA 
Its assertion that the rates charged 
on these railroads are the “ h i.h tst in the 
“ world” is a stupid falsehood. 
In short 
the course of the Tribune on this question is 
dishonest and foolish, and altogether un­ 
worthy a journal which possesses either 
self-respect or conscientiousness. The truth 
is, as we showed in a recent article, that 
the rates of fare and freight on the Central 
Pacific Rsilroad are being constantly and 
largely reduced, and that this is the tend­ 
ency, and the inevitable tendency, on every 
railroad. 
Toe nonsense talked about this 
question, however, is really amazing. 
It 
is perhaps a commonly held notion that all 
railroad corporations, if left to themselves, 
will invariably keep up their rates at the 
highest possible point. 
The general ina­ 
bility to comprehecd the law of redaction 
of charges arises, no doubt, from a con­ 
fused idea that reduction involves some 
philanthropic manifestation, and the belief 
that railroad managers are not philan­ 
thropists. 
This is perfectly true. 
Rail­ 
road managers are business men, and neither 
more nor less selfish than their fellows. 
Bat it is precisely because they are busi­ 
ness men, and governed by selfish consid­ 
erations, that tbe tendency toward reduc­ 
tion is so steady and trustworthy. 
Reductions are not made out of a spirit 
of benevolence. 
Nobody believes that, 
and nobody need be asked to believe it. 
They are made because they increase the 
business of the roads, and for no other 
reason. 
And the fact that reduction of 
charges increase business is so certain and 
so thoroughly demonstrated that all rail­ 
road business is based upcn it. 
It pays 
better to carry a large volume of freight at 
a low rate than a small volume at a high 
rate. 
That is the explanation of reductions 
in freight charges ; and becanse this is the 
fact it is certain that reductions will pro­ 
ceed, on all railroads, withont any outside 
pressure whatever, until equilibrium has 
been reached ; that ia to say, until the ut­ 
most extent of traffic obtainable has been 
secured. 
Beyond that point it is evident 
that redaction would bring loss instead of 
gain, but up to that point the principle of 
reduction is the key to success. 
When, 
therefore, it is argued that railroad com­ 
panies cannot be trusted to reduce their 
charges without legislative interference, 
ignorance of the principles of the trans­ 
portation business is shown. 
Nor is anv 
talk about benevolence and philanthropy 
wiser. 
Benevolence 
and 
philanthropy 
have no place in auy business enterprise. 
Their introduction to any business would 
result in its ruin. 
But commercial laws 
govern all business, and transportation is 
quite as much under their control as any 
other enterprise. 
Every railroad seeks to obtain such a 
volume of traffic as will employ all its re­ 
sources to their full capacity. 
A small 
amount of traffic at high rates does not 
afford as much profit as a large amount at 
low rates ; and therefore it is inevitable 
that the latter condition will always be 
preferred. 
D oul ticas if a small amount of 
traffic at high rates paid best, railroad 
managers would have no sufficient incen­ 
tive to reduc3 their rates. 
It may be 
admitted that they would be no more 
likely than any other business men to 
diminish their own profits in order to 
benefit the public. 
B at since their own 
interests are best advanced by low rates 
and a large volume of traffic, it is per­ 
fectly clear that they require no external 
pressure to cause them to carry out reduc­ 
tions of rates as rapidly and as extensively 
a3 possible. 
W e showed in the article 
referred to already that the Central Pacific 
has made reductions amounting to 22 per 
cent, since 1S79. 
On the face of this 
showing it looks as though the company 
had lost money by these redustions, since 
if it had obtained the 1S79 rates upon the 
traffic of 1SS1 it could have been §2,000,­ 
000 better off than it was. 
But the fact 
is that it could not have secured the 
traffic of 1S8I at the rates of 1879. 
The 
increase in the volume of traffic is due to 
the reductions. 
And despite the apparent 
loss referred to it is easily demonstrated 
that the corporation made larger profits on 
the increased traffic at lower rates than it 
had made on the smaller volume at higher 
rates. 
In this inevitable tendency of all trans­ 
portation agencies to the reduction of rates 
so long as it is possible to increaso the 
volume of traffic, lies the solution of the 
railroad problem. Natural laws, the selfish 
interests of men, are more potent for the 
protection of 
the community than any 
statutes. 
The fact that it pays better to 
carry a large quantity of freight and a 
great number of passengers, at low rales, 
than it does to carry a small amount of 
freight and a few passengers at high rates, 
constitutes the most effective guarantee 
conceivable for tho conservation of the 
public interests. 
W hatever interests are 
dependent for protection upon moral ideas 
and the general sense of justice, must be 
iu constant jeopardy, because those ideas 
and [that sense of justico do not operate 
continually and strongly upon either indi­ 
viduals or the community, but are maní- 
tested only spasmodically and at intervals. 
But whatever interests are dependent for 
protection upon the selb h motives of busi­ 
ness men, are guarded iu the moat secure 
manner ; eince the moment it is made pro­ 
fitable to anyone or any class to protect 
those interests, they w ill be taken care of 
unfailingly. 
The public 
are guaranteed 
continuous reductions of 
transportation 
charges because it pays the vailroads to 
carry much freight at low rates. The limits 
of such reduction will be determined by- 
two factors : 
the capacity of the roads, 
and the volume of trafile available. 
If tbe 
Caicago Tribune, and other journals which 
preteud to discuss the railroad questior, 
had mastered this elementary principle, 
they would avoid the perpetration of an 
immense amount of silly and irrelevant 
talk.

The Closing Day—Resolutions Adopted— 
Address In the Evening. 


The Teachers’ Institute of Sacramento 
county, which began its session at the Capi­ 
tal Gram m ar School building on lastW ednee- 
day, a t 10 a. 11., clcsed on Friday evening at 
the Sixth-street M ethodist Episcopal Church, 
where evening sessions were held during the 
week. 
Reports of the proceedings previous 
to Friday have been published in the R e c o rd - 
UsioN . 
Friday, at 10 A. m , the Institute was called 
to order by Superintendent Bishop. 
Eighty- 
one members answered to the rcll-call. 
A fter prayer Professor Norton was intro­ 
duced, and addressed the Institute upon the 
subject of the Signal Service, in connection 
w ita physical geography. 
A short recees was then takeD, aftearwbich 
Mias Marwedel addressed the Institute upon 
the kinde garten work being done in Sen 
Francisco, and gave illustrations of work 
which had been done by her pupils. 
Professor Norton narrated the 
kinder­ 
garten experience of his early life, after 
which Superintendent Laice was called upon 
to address the Institute, and made a few 
brief remark.». A recess was then taken until 
1:30 r. m., at which time tho Institute re­ 
assembled. 
Profts-or Norton again took the stand, 
used for his text a poem by John Esten 
Cooke, and gave his hearers an idea of the 
progress of education amoDg the freedaieu of 
the South, quoting statistics and showing 
w hat was being done by the white people cf 
the South to elevate them and to solve the 
problem of their future. 
H e passed on to 
give the os<“>mbled ladv teachers a lesson on 
w hat he cahed the chemistry of the toilet. 
F irst he paid attentiou to the hair, and the 
fashions in Its arrangement and color, and 
the prepare*ions used in changing the color. 
H e spoke of “ aureoline,” r.nd the modes of 
application, the difficulties of applying it 
evenly, and also of applications of sulphide 
of soda. 
H a said they pe,haps do no great 
harm, but dyes, especially those containing 
salts of lead, such as Ayers’ hair vigor, and 
others, are 1 liable 
to 
produce 
paralysis. 
H is pupils, he said, often, at his request, 
brought hinnspeeimens of cosmetics which he 
desired, an I on analysis he found most of 
them to cratain white lead and other sub­ 
stances, pr glueing paralysis, neuralgia, and 
eventually, If their use was continued, idiocy. 
H e spoke of the belles spending time in the 
sun in o rd * to produce an esthetic com­ 
plexion. 
lie cited the case of one of his 
pupils who Ji >d a pearly-white complexion, 
whom he f jund nibbling at a lump of arsenic 
which she jarried in her pocket. 
This habit) 
once contracted, m ust end in death, and can­ 
not be left iff at will. 
He thought th at the 
best cosm jtics were good temper, cheorful- 
ne-e and sztmd, healthy bodies. 
He did not 
think the boys, however, were quiie as bad 
as the girls. The habit of smoking, which so 
many of them have formed, is making wrecks 
of them. 
H e related an incident of the ef­ 
fects of svdphur vapors on “ pearl powder,” 
which must have been very unpleasant to 
the victim. 
We could 
do 
our duty in 
warning 
others 
as 
to the 
effect 
on 
health. 
Talking on these subjects would 
work m orijor less moral improvement. 
H e 
instanced a discussion in a school where it 
had reformed several teachers as well as 
scholars. 
H e gave statistics of the manufac­ 
ture of m alt and spirituous liquors and to­ 
bacco, and showed th at their consumption 
was increasing much farter than tho increase 
of population, aud in a few years, at this 
rate, would relegate us to barbarism. 
A short intermission was then taken, after 
which Dr. Laiae addressed the Institute. 
A fter a few remarks he road the address of 
Mr. H arris on the subject of the improve­ 
m ent of the qualifications of teachers and the 
duties ef Superintendents in th at respect. 
M rs. E . F . Ivea gave a select reading, 
“ The Wounded Soldier.” 
Miss Marwed 1 gave some illustrations as 
to the kindergarten methods. 
She said it 
was difficult to give iu small compass in­ 
structions in the method ; th at it is a science 
to which Froebel gave his whole life and at­ 
tention, but she would do the best she could 
to give au idea. 
In San Francisco, Bho said, 
there are now twenty-five kindergarten», with 
an attendanceof a thousand children. Shegave 
an account of a day’s work and the methods 
used in teaching the child to think for itself; 
to depend upon itself and its own experience. 
The Committee on Resolutions made their 
report, and Mr. JohnBon moved th at the reso­ 
lutions be voted cn separately, which was 
carried.

A fter a few intro­ 
ductory remarks, given to prove that fevers 
and epidemic diseases were produced in liv­ 
ing organisms in the blood, the Professor ex­ 
hibited a view by means of a stereopticon 
of bscilla-ise in the blocs! of these having 
typhoid fever, one of those having malarial 
fever, and one of those having tubercular 
consumption. 
He also gave a view of the 
bacilar;® of croup. 
In conclusion he gave 
three methods of fighting these scourge 1 of 
tbe human race. 
His first method was hy 
means of inoculation, turning the attack into 
something m ilder; the next, by living up to 
hygenic laws of health, thus fortifying the 
sy-stem. 
He said th at tobacco and alcohol 
were factors th at were undermining and des­ 
troying the health of vast numbers, by raak- 
i'g th e m less able to repel disease. 
Third, 
th at pure carbolic acid has recently leen 
found to be a very valuable remedy, and he 
trusted th at in the near future remedies might 
he found th at would he of vast benefit to the 
human race. 
O j conclusion tire Professor 
was applauded. -
